ABOARD USS APPALACHIAN OFF BIKINI. July 1 (/P)— Three of the 73 old tiirgct warships were sunk and eight 
others badly damaged in today'a apectaculnr test of the fourth atomic bomb. Vice-Adm. W. H. P. Blandy reported tonight 
as vessels of his task force moved into Bikini lagoon to survey damage. 

This was based on a cursory inspection. Many ships are burning. The total could he higher by daybreak. 

Whether the atomic bomb will force navies of the world into new construction and battle tiictics remained the day'fi big 
question. 

Correspondents had been provided with darkened goggles, and warned against looking' directly inlo the. "terrific glai 
They were cautioned not to perch on a precarious position because they "might be knocked off by the blast." 
After it was over the newsmen looked nt each other with bewildered cxprcs.iions.

WASHINGTON. July 1 (fP)— The admlniatralion won Its first teat In the house today on 
revival of OI'A. By voice vote the house decided to consider Immediately a stop-gap resola* 
tlon resloring price control for 20 days while a new OPA bill Is drafted. 

WASHINGTON. July I (/P)— Speaker Rnybiim forecast after a White House conference 
toUay that the house will vote temporary extension of OPA, but Scnato Majority trader 
Bnrkley, Ky,. held out no hope of early senate action. 

For '15 minutes conKreK.iional leaders talked with President Truman over the situation 
created by the end of OPA last niidnight after Mr, Truman vetoed an extension bill which 
he called "impossible," 

fiarkley toW reporters he hoped that the senate could work 
out a more permanent piece of legislation "that will be ac- 
ceptable." 

Rayburn said he expected the house to pass a resolution 
restoring price controls for 20 days. Such temporary action, 
pending permanent legislation, was a.skcd by Mr. Truman 
in his veto message. 

Meanwhile, OPA is dead. 

Throughout the country, its end wa.s marked by confusion, 
uncortninty and sharp political crossfire. 

With OI'A pn.fsed the myriad of regulations thnt have 
governed the nntion's economy for the last four and a half 
years. 

Prices on Ihe nation's commodity markets bounded upward 
as trading began on the first OPA-le.is day. Steel, motor, 
copper, rubber and mail order shares rose from $1 to more 
than ?^ ft share in early trading on the New York stock ex- 
change.

MUCH ADO ABOUT SUCKERS 
A newcomer hns Btepped Into the spotlight 
recently occupied by Messrs. Lewis, PctrlUo, 
Curran, Brldgca and others suspected of hav- 
ing an undue personal liithicnce over the 
public weal and woe. It Is none other thnn 
Uncle Mike Jacolw, the New York boxing pro- 
moter. 

Mr. Jacobs has rou.scd ihp Intere.sl of Rep. 
Donald O'Toole, a iirooklyn rajiure-iJimBn, 
and Assistant Attorney Genonil Wendell 
Berge since the Louis-Conn pxhibltlon of bift 
and ballet the other rilRhi. U .seems thnt they 
entertain aome thought that Uncle Mike Is n 
monopoly. 

Mr. O'Toole called the eight-round may- 
pole dance for tlie heavyweight champion- 
ship a fraud and & swindle. Ho ojked Boxing 
Commissioner Eddie Eagan to hold up the 
boxers' purses and start an investigation. Ha 
told Mr. Eagnn that "It is the duly of the 
commission to protect the public." 

All of which moy be very public-spirited, 
but we don't think the bout was either a 
fraud or a awlndle. Those words-carry a con- 
notation of secrecy and deception. But the 
varloua elements of the fight, though they 
may have added up to something that smell- 
ed to heaven, weren't eoneeiled from anyone 
who took the trouble of reading the news- 
papers. 

It was no secret that neither Louis nor 
Conn had had a professional fight In five 
years. The fact was duly recorded that both 
rusty gladiators had wanted warmup fights 
and that Mr. Jacobs had said no. It was 
known and published that both boxers owed 
the promoter alx-flgure sums. And sports 
writers took pains to point out that Uncle 
■ Mike was running no risk of having either 
debtor's block knocked off before he could 
match them and collect. 

So the suckers who paid SIDO a ticket had 
reason to suspect that they might not get 
their money's worth. There was ample Infor- 
mation at hand to protect them from ex- 
ploitation. No dire threat or physical violence 
was employed to get them to the ticket wln- 
. dows. 

But they laid It on the line, thousands of 
them, because the truism about one being 
bom every minute still holds good. 

But it might be pointed out that only 45.000 
suckers. Instead of the predicted 75,000. turn- 
ed out for young Mr. Conn's pasting. And It 
might be predicted confidently that Uncle 
Mike has offered his last hundred-buck-top 
attraction. There's a limit— even for suckers. 

Congressman O'Toole's heart may bleed for 
the dopes who shelled out nearly 52,000,000 
for the fight. He may feel a glow of righteous 
wrath at Mr. Jacobs' promotional tactics. 
But we suggest that there are other, more 
useful outlets for this public servant's crusad- 
ing zeal. 

The public really does need protection from 
such things as inflation, depression, domestic 
chaos and atomic war We believe that Mr. 
O'Toole and his colleagues might concentrate 
to good advantage m trying to provide that 
protection. Their part In that Job, If con- 
sclentously done, would leave no time (or tilt- 
ing with windmills.

The department of Justice and Uie tlate of Oeorgla. 
have brought the railroads Into court on a charge of 
fixing rates and terms of senlce by noncompetitive 
methods which violate the antl-lruil laws. The ways 
of Justice are unfathomable, but a layman can see 
that Assistant Attorney General Wendell Berge and 
Qov. Ellis Arnell appear to have the railroads dls- 
thicUy on the hip. 

Which explains the pressure in congress to pasa 
the Bulwlnkle bill, exempting ralicoids Irom the anti- 
trust laws. The houM has already approved II, and 
now the senate Is being prewed to follow suit or at 
least give the railroads a compromise. 

If powerful corporinon.1 lacing antl-iru-it prosecu- 
tion can go to congress and gel an exemption ohicli 
knocks out the suit, enforcement of the law will be 
weakened and Imperiled. In the long run, ol course. 
It la up 10 congresa lo decide whether any Industry 
shall bo exempt from theje lawt. But Ihi decision 
should not be made while the Inilmlry la before the 
courts. First let the courts decide whether the law as 
now wrltien haa bejn violated; then lei congress, if 
it wuhes. change the law. That is the sound pro- 
cedure, and that u why the BulwinkiB bill ahould 
be defeated, — Chicago Sun.
